Bread thus cast across the waters to the 
Starving should bring back dividends of*kindly 
feelings in the days to come, and would involve 
no increased demands upon taxpayers any- 
where.

The figures are probably underestimated, 
like the figures of the unemployed, which take 
no note of those on private relief. This week 
in my spare time I've been scouting around try- 
ing to help find a job for a splendid type of 
Canadian. He stands 5 feet 11, weighs 175 
pounds and has higher educational qualifica- 
tions. He's willing to work at anything, indoor 
or out. Though he has taught high school, he 
is quite willing to build up the great west by 
piling lumber or shovelling coal. During the 
closing years of the war, when little more than 
a boy he learned the art of wholesale assassina- 
tion in the Canadian Flying Corps. But there 
seems to be no more need at present for whole- 
sale assassins than for high schoo] teachers, or 
lumber pilers or coal shovellers. He belongs, in 
the prime of manhood, to the great army of the 
unburied dead. His name isn’t numbered among 
the 9162 workless veterans in Canada.

*PEAR SALAD—Use canned halves of pears 
for this salad.

Be sure 
and use the roasted nut butter, thinned with a 
little sweet cream. Place the other half of the 
pear over the half containing the dressing, cut 
side down, forming a whole pear. A clove may 
be used to represent the stem, and a further 
decorative effect may be given by adding a 
touch of red coloring with the fingertip to the 
outside of the top pear, blending it in well.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Lawrence B. writes: “I have 
been suffering for the last six months with my 
feet. Foot specialists treated me for falling 
arches but with no results as the pain still con- 
tinues in the heels as though I were standing 
or. stones. A recent X-ray shows what they 
call “spurs” around the heels. Do you think 
these can be removed through an operation, or 
is there anything I can do?” 

ANSWER: Rheumatic spurs on the heels are 
due to local irritation or rheumatic toxins 
which cause bony exudates known as spurs. 
These cause a great deal of irritation and pain 
when walking. The large ones usually have 
to be removed surgically, but the small ones 
can sometimes be absorbed by diet and hot 
epsom salt baths for ten or fifteen minutes 
daily, followed by cold foot baths to improve 
the circulation. 

QUESTION: H. U. Y. asks: “Which has the 
most dangerous effect on one’s system—the use 
of the X-ray or the fluoroscopic machine? Does 
not the use of the fluoroscope give more definite 
results? Would the use of either of the above 
methods for examination and diagnosis, if used 
on the same individual say about once every 
two or three years for a general check-up have 
any bad effect?” 

ANSWER: X-ray pictures and the fluoro- 
scopic screen both make use of the same type 
of X-ray machine; consequently, one is not more 
dangerous than the other. The only danger 
comes from the length of time of exposure. The 
time ordinarily used to conduct examinations is 
not dangerous and has no bad effect even if 
used several times a year. I thoroughly ap- 
prove of the X-ray as a diagnostic help. X-ray 
pictures are clearer than the shadow thrown 
on the fluoroscopic screen, but the fluoroscope ic 
very valuable where one wishes to examine 
the movement of an internal organ. 

QUESTION: Mr. N. Dan G. asks: “Will you 
kindly answer through the Question and Ans- 
wer column the best course to follow for a 
tubercular hip?” 

ANSWER: The treatment for a tubercular 
hip would depend upon the exact condition of 
the tubercular change which has taken place. 
A diet treatment is essential to a cure, though 
sometimes various physiotherapy treatments 
will prove effective in bringing about a cure. 
Complete rest is sometimes necessary, but only 
in adanced cases,

A Day in Canadian History 

St. Andrew's day has been ob- 
served ever since there had been 
a Scot in Canada, and goes quite 
far back, for Abraham Martin, 
“the Scot” who was King’s pilot 
at Quebec and gave his name to 
the historic ba‘tlefie!d, doubtless 
remembered the day of Scotland's 
patron saint. 

It can be taken for granted that 
the advance party of Scots, sent 
out by Sir William Alexander to 
look over Nova Scotia in 1630, 
celebrated their national festival 
during that winter when they 
were stranded at St. John’s New- 
foundland, It is impossible to 
think of the Scots in the employ 
of the Hudson's Bay Company in 
the west and on the Labrador 
without visualizing due recogni- 
tion of “The Day We Celebrate.”

Price Of 
Peace Is 


Discussed 


Facts concerning war, which are 


than idealisms, made the address of 
W. A. McConkey, president! 
of the Women’s International 
League for Peace to the Local 
Council of Women at their meeting 
in the club room of the Y.W.C.A 
on Thursday afternoon vitally inte: 

esting. Mrs. McConkey's subject 
“The Cost of War and the Price of 
Peace” was based upon the lecture 
series given by Dr. Leighton 
Richards, of Carslane Church, Bir- 
mingham, England, at the Schoo! of 
Religion in Edmonton last summer 

Financially, the war cost as much 
as $35,000,000 per day in 1918, Mrs 
McConkey pointed out, but that cost 
was little in comparison to the sac- 
rifice of one whole generation of 
the strongest and most fit young 
men of the race, which was the 
human price paid during the four 
years of war. 

Appreciating the fact that the 
arsenals of the nation are stocked 
with munitions and devices which 
would mean world suicide in the 
event of war, statesmen and even 


militarists dare not abandon the 
nations of warfare. That is why 
such crises as. have faced the 


world within the past few months 
have been, so far, safely passed 
The people are defenceless against 
air raids, made more deadly with 
the progress of inventions 


PUBLIC OPINION 
AGAINST WAR 

Today, also, Mrs. McConkey 
pointed out, public opinion is op- 
posed to warfare. In 1914 tnere 


was not the same feeling, for then, 
war was accepted as inevitable in 


the progress of historical develop- | 


ment. Today there are no such 
delusions for no one believes in 
victory, there can be neither a vic- 
torious nor a vanquished. 


Dealing with the causes of war, | 


Mrs. McConkey discussed the ec- 
onomic basis, and mistaken netion- 
alism. Now, however, when a man's 
weal and interests are not confin- 


ed ~within national borders, that 
false patriotism is no. alibi for 
fighting. Mrs. McConkey went on 


and discussed specific instances of 
international importance to 
trate her discussion 

She urged the necessity that in- 
dividual nations should support the 
League of Nations, which is frus- 
trated by lack of co-operation. The 
League can put its will into force 
by trade and financial embargos on 
the aggressive country. Statesmen 
and military men can help to build 
up an international police force to 
support the edicts of the League.

Mrs. Ross regretted that an 
berta woman had not been the 
first to receive a s natorial ap- 
pointment, but as some measure of 
consolation, it was good to know 
that the first woman to be ap- 
pointed to the upper chamber was 
Hon. Cairine Wilson, a strong Lib- 
eral exponent 

Carrying on the argument, Miss 
Olivia Smith spoke on “The Evolu- 
tion of Women.” Even such a 
praiseworthy person as St. Augus- 
tine, said Miss Smith, had declar- 
ed woman had no soul, Later-chureh 
authorities admitted that while wo- 


Al- 


men had souls they “were very 
poor souls.” She paid tribute to 
John Stuart Mill for his advocacy 
of wemen’'s rights. In the “dark 
ages,” recalled Miss Smith, no 
fewer than 9.000000 witches had 
been burned. “They were a little 


smarter than the men so they were 
burned,” she said. She further con- 
tended that men were jealous of 
the ability of Joan of Arc and she, 
too, was burned at the stake. In 
days gone by women were not wel- 
comed at colleges 

She recalled the riots staged by 
women at Hyde Park, London, as 
part of the campaign ito get the 
vote and also recalled experiences 
along similar lines in Ontario, 


MUCH GOOD LEGISLATION 


Mrs. Joseph A. Clarke reviewed 
the laws of Alberta with reference 
to women, She recalled that a Lib- 


eral administration had passed the} 


act giving votes to women, while 
the same Liberal administration had 
passed the Widow Relief act and 
the Workmen's Compensation act 
In 1924 equal divorce laws were 
fnstituted. Other acts dealing with 
women's affairs cited were the 
Mothers’ Allowance act, 
men’s Institute act, Domestic Rela- 
tions act, the Maintenance Order 
act, the act removing Sex Disquali- 
fication and the “Parlby” act. 


All of these pieces of legislation! 


bore some features of benefit to 
women, even the acts in their en- 
tirety were not for this specific 
purpose. 

Mrs. J. T. Bell dealt with the 
“Status of woman in the home.” 
Mrs. Bell contended that her obser- 
vations in carrying on social wel- 
fare work in the last few years, 
convinced her women in the home 
felt they were the least looked- 
after class of persons. 

Most women in the home put in 
longer hours and worked harder 
than many factory and other indus- 
trial employes. Yet these wives 
were economically dependent upon 
their husbands. There was scarcely 
an hour a day that women in the 
home with children could really 
call their own. 
if women in the home were on 
wages or salary, the earnings of 
their husbands would be insufficient 
to compensate them for their ser- 
vices. The unvaried and dull life 
that many women had to lead these 
days was leading to some drastic 
changes in the system under which 
they lived. 


CONCERN FOR HEALTH 


It was her opinion that laws for 
the protection of deserted wives 
were not sufficiently enforced and 
she charged that relief officials were 
not always sympathetic toward 
women as they should be. 

Mrs. E. C. Roberge declared that 
mothers first concern was for the 
health of their children. She charg- 
ed that the seating accommodation 
was bad in Edmonton schools, 


ed from one room to another 
provide more suitable accommoda- 
tion. Proper seating would prevent
